Obituary — Pieter Leeflang 
Pieter Diedrich Leeflang, OAM 16 December 1935 — 6 November 2023 


Pieter Leeflang, one of Neerlandia’s foundation members and its longest serving member, unexpectedly 
passed away in the early hours of Monday 6 November. He has left behind a grieving family as well as his 
stunned Neerlandia family, who all knew and loved him. 


An enthusiastic and talented youngster, he had been a junior player for FC Feyenoord, in Rotterdam where 
he was born, and where he lived prior to migrating to Australia with his parents in 1954. It was no surprise 
therefore, that, as soon as the family was established in Perth, Pieter joined The Windmills. A soccer club 
that was formed in 1950 by Dutch immigrants. A sport’s injury in the early 60’s cut short Pieter’s 
promising soccer career. 

However, his association with The Windmills had provided him with many like-minded contemporaries, 
the pre-cursor of today’s Dutch Club Neerlandia.

Pieter’s history with the Dutch 
Club started on 27 June 1959 
when he, together with Nico 
Feddema, established 
Klaverjas Club Neerlandia. It 
was Nico’s vision to unite the 
various, independent Dutch 
Clubs into one and to have its 
own Clubhouse. As Nico felt 
he was too old to achieve this, he inspired and encouraged Piet to materialise this vision. It appeared not an 
easy task as even as late as 1965 the individual Dutch Clubs had still not come to an agreement. 


Not seeing any progress, it was in 1968 that Pieter and Nico decided that their Klaverjas Club would go it 
alone and find a suitable Clubhouse. To do that, they drew up and adopted a Constitution in October of that 
year. They also changed the name of the Klaverjas Club to that of Dutch Society Neerlandia of WA and 
they applied for Incorporation. The latter was granted on March 4, 1969. A meeting was held on June 24, 
1969, at which the proposal to form a federation of Dutch Clubs was officially accepted, and a Steering 
Committee was elected. 

This Steering Committee consisted of Nico Feddema, President, 

_ Pieter Leeflang, Secretary and Karel Nissen, Treasurer. Nico and 
Pieter were at that time President and Secretary of the Klaverjas 

2 Club Neerlandia whilst Karel was President of the Checkers Club 
"King Damas". 


From then on progress followed and in 1972 the Dutch Club bought 
its own building at 230 Cambridge Street in Wembley. 

Pieter's involvement in the establishment- and running of the Dutch 
Club had been constant as he was a member of the initial 
Neerlandia Steering Committee from 1972 to 1978, Vice President 
from 1998 to 1999, Secretary from 1999 to 2005 and President 
from 2005 to 2012. 


Since 1999 Pieter was the Editor of our popular Club magazine. 
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Outside Neerlandia, Pieter worked at the Perth Zoo as Overseer. He had several jobs before starting at 
Perth Zoo in 1965. The plan was for Pieter to work with his father in the maintenance department of the 
Zoo but he had to wait until a vacancy came up. Luck intervened as a Keeper’s position became available, 
which he accepted when it was offered to him. Once a position in maintenance became available, Pieter 
requested to be retained in the position of keeper: he had fallen in love with caring for animals. In that 
capacity he received in 1981 a Churchill Fellowship from the Winston Churchill Memorial Trust. His 
course of study was “Developments in the husbandry of non-human primates in renowned zoos". This took 
him to many European and American zoos, where he studied the breeding of Primates, and Orangutans in 
particular. Perth Zoo has been very successful in breeding Orangutans. 

Late in his career at Perth Zoo, Pieter was moved into an office position. However, as that position did not 
agree with him, he retired in 1999, after 34 years working at Perth Zoo. 


In Public Life Pieter, in cooperation with the Honorary Consul at the time, the late Thom Dercksen, were 
responsible for donating 2 black swans to Princess Beatrix & Prins Claus when they visited WA in May 
1978. For many years these swans swam in the lake around Kasteel Drakensteyn. 


Acknowledgement of Pieter’s work at the Zoo was received in 1996 when he received a Public Service 
Medal for Outstanding Public Service with the Perth Zoo. 


His work in establishing and running the Dutch Club was rewarded in 2014, when Pieter received an Order 
of Australia Medal for Services rendered for the Dutch Community. 


On 25 June 2023, Pieter received the most 
prestigious Dutch honour from King 
Willem-Alexander of the Netherlands, 
when he was presented the decoration of 
Knight of the Order of Orange Nassau, as a 
recognition for his efforts in founding 
Dutch Society Neerlandia and being a 
driving force to keep the club going for 54 
years. In the Commonwealth this honour is 
similar to receiving a Knighthood from the 
British Monarch. 


Piet lived a full life. A life of which his 
family can justifiably be proud. He served 
Neerlandia with unparalleled distinction 
and he has left an indelible impression on 
all who knew him. Piet was an example of 
unselfishness.

Because anyone who has just had a baby they will re- 
ceive self-knitted slippers through the letterbox without any 
explanation. But no one knows where these sweet gifts come 
from... 
Daniélle van der Meijs-Speijer is a new parent, her baby Lieke 
is only four weeks old.

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The Link between the Dutch & English Royal Families 


The link between the Dutch & British Royal households goes way back to 1625. Prince Maurits 
died without having married and not having any legitimate children. His successor would become 
his half brother Frederick Henry (Frederik Hendrik), the youngest son of William I. On his death 
bed, he urged his half-brother to marry as soon as possible. Within a few weeks after the death of 
Prince Maurits, Frederick Henry married Amalia van Solms-Braunfels. Frederick Henry & Amalia 
were the parents of a son and several daughters. These daughters were married to important noble 
houses such as the house of Hohenzollern, but also the Frisian Nassaus, who were Stadholders in 
Friesland. 


Their only son William, married Mary Stuart, Princess Royal, 
the eldest daughter of Charles I, the king of Scotland & 
England. These dynastic moves were orchestrated by their 
mother, Amalia. William was now William II of the house of 
Orange. After the treaty of Munster was signed in 1648, his 
power as Stadholder and his income reduced. William died on 
the 6" November 1650 from Smallpox, only days before his 
son was born, 14 November 1650. His son William HI was an 
infant and incapable of ruling. The Regents used this 
opportunity to be without a Stadholder and left this position 
vacant. 


The education of the young Prince William III was now very 
important. A quarrel broke out between his mother Mary, who 
wanted an English education, and his grandmother Amalia 
which pointed towards the resurgence of the power for the 
House of Orange. However, the Regents of the Estates of 
Holland interfered with the Prince’s education with the aim of 
keeping him from the throne. This worked as William III 
became very docile, just as the Regents wanted. 


William II & Princess Mary Stuart 


However, when in June 1672 the Dutch Republic was attacked by France and England, the position 
of Stadholder was reinstated, and William III became the new stadholder. He successfully repelled 
the invasion and seized Royal Power. He became even more powerful than his predecessors of the 

x cighty years war with Spain. 


In 1677, William III married his cousin, Mary Stuart, eldest daughter 
of James II, the Duke of York, and the future King of England. 
William III was now 4" in line for the Throne in England. However, 
things in England were getting very unsettled. The 

English King, James II, a Roman Catholic, had so antagonized his 
subjects by his despotic and Romanising policies that by 1687 many 
of them were urging William to intervene. In 1688 the birth of a son 
to James, which opened the possibility of a Roman Catholic 
succession, finally brought matters to a head. 

In 1688, after having received an invitation signed by a representative 
selection of James's opponents, William III embarked on a mission to 
depose his Catholic Father-in-Law from the throne of England, 


Scotland & Ireland. 


William III & Mary 
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The Link between the Dutch & English Royal Families 


On the 15th November 1688 William and his army 
landed at Brixham on Tor Bay in Devon and proceeded 
almost unopposed to London. James fled to France, and 
the so-called Convention Parliament, summoned in 
January 1689, declared that James had abdicated and 
offered the vacant throne, with an accompanying 
Declaration of Right, to William and Mary. They were 
proclaimed in February and crowned on April 21. The 
crown of Scotland was offered to them in the same 
month. With the ascension to the throne of these 3 
kingdoms, he became one of the most powerful 
sovereigns in Europe. He was the only one to defeat 
Louis XIV of France. 


This revolution on England occurred almost without 
Bloodshed. However, in Scotland & Ireland there was 
armed resistance. In Scotland this resistance collapsed in 
1689, but the country remained troubled and unsettled 
during William П“ reign. In Ireland war formally broke William III Landing at Brixham, Torbay 5 Nov 1688 


out in 1689, when James landed there with French support. But the successful defence of 
Londonderry and of Enniskillen, and William’s own victory at the Battle of the Boyne on July 1, 
1690, ensured the reconquest of Ireland and freed him to turn his attention to the European 
continent. Here, after a series of minor attacks on the empire, Louis XIV had invaded the Palatinate 
in 1688. The Dutch and the emperor concluded the Treaty of Vienna (May 1689) and declared war 
on Louis; over the next 18 months William’s rare diplomatic skill brought into the alliance 
Brandenburg, Hanover, Saxony, Bavaria, Savoy, and Spain, as well as England, which became its 
linchpin. 


From 1691 William spent much time campaigning on the continent with varying degrees of 
success, but by 1696 a number of factors made both sides anxious for peace, and the Treaties 

of Rijswijk were signed in 1697. The question, vital for a European balance of power, of who was 
to succeed the childless king Charles II of Spain remained unsettled, however, and William had 
good cause to fear that the peace would be no more than a truce. The English Parliament, on the 
contrary, was convinced that it would be lasting, insisted on cutting down the size of the army, and 
resolutely turned its back on foreign affairs. William, in the hope of averting a new war, entered 
into two Spanish Partition treaties (1698—99) with Louis—measures that involved him in serious 
frictions with Parliament. But when the Spanish king died on November 1, 1700, Louis, ignoring 
his agreements, accepted the crown of Spain for his grandson and soon showed that he had not 
relinquished his plans for French aggrandizement. 


William, though hampered by English apathy, set himself to rebuilding the Grand Alliance and to 
preparing his two countries for the now inevitable conflict. In September 1701 the exiled James 

II died, and Louis XIV proclaimed his son king of England, contrary to his agreement in one of the 
Rijswijk treaties, and thus roused the English to an enthusiasm for war. William did not live to see 
this war declared. His health had long been declining, and in March 1702 he died. His plans for a 
European settlement were largely carried out by the Treaty of Utrecht (1713). His ideal, which he 
had pursued doggedly for 30 years, was an international order in which no single power was able 
to tyrannize the rest.

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Halsteren — Intratuin Christmas 


Halsteren is a town in the Dutch province of North Brabant. It is located in the municipality of Bergen 
op Zoom, about 1 km north of that city. Halsteren has an old church from the 14th century and a new 
church, built in 1919. A little village called Polder was located between Halsteren and Tholen in the 
Middle Ages. 


History 

The village was first mentioned in 1272 as Halstert, and means "bend in the highland with a tail". The 
name is an old Germanic name coming from “Hal” and “Halha” meaning “A bend or spur in the 
highland”. The last part of its name stems from “Stert” meaning “Tail”. This therefore describes the 
location of Hastert very well as it is located on a rampart of high land on the border of Zeeland, It 
developed on a westward pointing sandy ridge. 


The Dutch Reformed church was built in the 14th century. It was extended in 1457. After a fire in 1607, 
it was extensively restored. In 1799, it was returned to the Catholic church and restored several times. In 
1961, it became a Dutch Reformed church again. The Catholic St. Quirinus Church was built between 
1911 and 1912 and has a double tower. The former town hall dates from 1633. It was restored and 
extended in 1917. It was restored in 1944 after a fire. 


Halsteren was home to 538 people in 
1840. Halsteren was a separate 
municipality until 1997, when it became a 


part of Bergen op Zoom. 


The village of Polder or Polre was located 
near Halsteren. It disappeared in a flood 
in 1570 and most of the village is still 
buried underneath a meter of mud. 


To the right is the Moses Bridge. It is a 
wooden trench bridge allowing visitors to 
reach Fort De Roovere while walking 
below the water line.

from home. Today, the store has grown
